If you have any comments, say them NQWi Not after its 
printed and Just offering remarks on how it could have been better. I do 
listen very well, and it is certainly clear that CQR has a place in the 
EAC/Numismatlc community.

I have attempted to list Half Cent CC-Please help with additions/corrections 
and/or updates - CC on Late Dates are next to impossible!?! 

The Starr Collection caused me considerable problems in trying to sort out 
the real rarity factors/price factors. The final conclusion I reached 
turned out to be very simple. When was the last time such an offering 
was presented to the Copper Collecting Public? Many years ago, and the 
current generation did not know how to react to the offering relative 
to present dollar value. Grey Sheet, and market conditions. 

Many values are speculative and subjective - especially the Late Dates! 

How many more "discovered" pieces will there be as collectors take a closer 
look? What about value of these pieces? Well, it is clear that if some 
of the "Rarity" factors that I have used are clearly Incorrect and/or 
over.statedi then, the values are WRONG! So What! As with anything else, 
time must pass, and further knowledge gained to Smooooth out the listings. 

I am Just as gullible (More?) as the next person, and I feel reasonably 
secure In my estimates on rarity/value - In fact, I am Interested in 
buying many of the varieties and die states, especially the rarities, 
and if you feel that I have overstated values, tell me what you have to 
offer, and stick it to me!! If your offer is decent and reasonable, I 
am interested in buying - in quality and quantity!! DO IT NOW!! If you 
wait, I may learn the truth and you will miss your chance. 

If you. think the prices are low, tell me why!! - or perhaps, even better 
yet, make a specific offer to buy a specific variety In a specific grade 
at a specific price — I Just may have a few duplicates .available for sale! 

In the past, I have heard people say "I would pay SXX$ for any..-..."!! 
Usually simply an Idle boast on the part of the person making the comment, 
and not a real offer to purchase. Where do you stand?

As in the last two McLaughlin & Robinson Copper Auctions* we become 
overwhelmed at the presence of large quantities of attributed copper 
being available in one place at one time - whether high grade* or lower 
grade collector material. We are much more comfortable in the presence 
of an unknowledgeable dealer* working the old "cherry-pick" routine* and 
coming away stating the level of "rip" we were able to complete. Offers 
of attributed copper seem to remove the "hunt & chase" aspect. There 
are/were many lots in the Starr Sale that I could have/should have bought! 
Too many group lots with very significant* decent, collectable* clean 
pieces that Just simply went too cheap! Some'collectors/dealers 
recognized this fact better than I did* and did very well for themselves! 

I congratulate them on their awareness* and I am sure they completely 
understand the real depth of the comments that T am making here. 

Grading is extremely important in establishing values - rules for the 
Half Cents are the same as for the Sheldons and generally the Middle 
Dates. The Late Dates are a totally different kettle of Copper!! 

My observance of some of the values would Indicate that there are many 
problems with the rarity factors/ratings. I have used the presently 
accepted/adopted ratings - and all things ARE NOT equal! Adjustments 
must be made to these rarity levels! In fact, I have made many* many 
"suggested" changes to rarity factors in this listing!!! I have indicated 
the "accepted" rarity factor* and where I feel it to be incorrect* I have 
reflected my opinion with a "/#". Rarity does not necessarily indicate how 
many actually exist* but rather how many may be collectible in the grades 
acceptable to collectors. A rarity 5 states existence of 75-200 pieces. 

For Late Dates* I am modifying that to mean 75-200 pieces in VG-AU50. 

We'll never know haw many low grade exist that we can't Identify/attribute. 

There are many decent examples of most varieties available* and generally 
in much better shape/condition than Early and/or Middle. Consequently, the 
values quoted for Late Dates are for strict EAC graded examples, and pieces 
with more than the normal deductions (say over 5-10 points) are subject 
to far more severe value reductions than would be, otherwise, normal, 
l.e. An AU50 example* porous* grading net VF35* is probably only "worth" 
VF20 or Fine. Many pieces that would grade Pine or VF under ANA 
Photo-Grade Standards may be WORTH less than VG by marketability. 

You may question values at VG, Fine and/or VF as being too high (by 
a dollar or two), but consider that these are for clean, attributed 
pieces and represent expected retail value to the collector - NOT the 
BULK, UNATTRIBUTED QUANTITY, QUESTIONABLE QUALITY expressed In Grey Sheet. 

Decent Early Copper is becoming very scarce and elusive!!.!

Enclosed is my check for the next issue of CQR. 

With respect to the timing, it would be better for the half cent values to 
publish it after the sale of Roger Cohen's collection by Superior on January 26, 
1992. Roger's collection includes all the very rare varieties, including some 
for which there have been no public sales records for several years. It would 
not surprise me if the bidding for several of these would suggest substantial 
changes in the prices quoted. 

I fully realize that delaying the entire issue in order to change a few of 
the half cent quotes may well be a case of the tail wagging the dog. Neverthe¬ 
less, it seemed worth pointing out this question to you for your consideration. 
It obviously falls completely within the prerogative of the editor and publisher 
of CQR to decide on the timing of the issues. 

Thanks again for all the things you do to make CQR such a useful tool for the 
rest of us.

Dear Jack: 

I am writing you to follow up on a conversation we had in Orlando about your 
looking at my half cents and grading them for CQR purposes. I am enclosing 
a copy of the most recent CQR on which I have written in green the grades of 
those coins I have which are or may be in the condition census. I have also 
highlighted the coin or category in this CC listing which I think represents 
your current evaluation of my best coin. 

There are a number of comments that I should make: 

- My grades do not all represent current evaluations. I have not, in general, 
gone back and regraded coins I have owned for some time to bring the grades 
into line with current standards. In fact, doing so is one of the objectives 
from my point of view of having you look at my coins. 

Please do not worry about being "tactful" or in some way hurting my feelings 
by assigning a grade lower than that which I have given to the coin. The 
goal should be purely objective evaluation, to the greatest extent possible 
in an activity such as grading, given that some element of subjectivity 
or judgment will always remain. 

Please keep this list confidential for your purposes only. 

- As a next step, I would appreciate it if you would let me know whether you 
are currently carrying in your CC any of my coins at a different grade than 
the one I have highlighted. If you need pedigree or other information to 
enable you to do this, please let me know and I will provide it. 

I have acquired the 1794 C2b, C3b, and C4b at prices moderately higher than 
those listed for these coins in CQR. If you should be interested in the 
actual prices paid, I can provide them. Of course, I recognize that the 
rarity of the varieties and uniqueness of the specific specimens at their 
respective grades limit the usefulness of the information as a guide to 
other transactions.
